Red Crosg here this afternoon. 

The villages of Laurel Fork and 
Bramer were completely washed 
away, according to the meager dis- 
patches. Special relief workers have 
been rushed to the scene. 

Because of the almost complete de- 
struction of communications, details 
are lacking, but the death list ig ex- 
pected to be much heavier. Property 
loss is said to be enormous. 

At Carden’s Bluff, Tenn., near 
Elizabethton, the body of a 6-year-old 
girl was recovered washed against 
a wire fence, where it had been 
lodged. The force of the cloudburst 
was 80 severe near the neighborhood 
of Carden’s Bluff and Hunter it car- 
ried away a theavy concrete bridge. 
‘Creeks were suddenly transformeg 
into great walls of water following 
the cloudburst, according to reports, 
spelling death and destruction to 
everything within their paths.

The astounding increase in the 
number of married women as wage 
earners: (in 1920 the ¢ensus showed 
two million married women working 
for gain outside the home) makes

race, according to the bulletin, which 
goes on to say, “Most persons think 
of wage-earning women as young- 
sters from 18 to 25 years old, who 
are working for a few brief years 
in industry until they are fortunate 
sto meet some young man who mar- 
ries them and enables them to live 
comfortably thereafter.

Talks on ‘Women in Industry,” re- 
cently issued by the Women’s Bu- 
reau of the WU. 8. Department of 
Labor. That, practically | every man, 
woman, and child in the United States 
will also find readable and informa- 
tive the human interest problems 
about the hours, wages, and work- 
itg conditions of wage-earning wom- 
men set forth so simply and graph- 
ically in’ tthe bulletin js apparent 
from even a brief glance at the 
short, popula.r articles and the clever 
pen and ink llustrations which com- 
prise the contents. ‘ 


ganization. In this age, manufactur- 
fhg processes have become so com- 
plicated that one person is-seldom 


able to complete the whole article. It 
takes about 150 different opefations 
to make a shoe which used to be 
made entirely by one person’s, hands.

A remedy for the fatigue resulting. 
not only from the éarrying of such a 
‘double burden fut often from the 
performance of the indstrial Job alone, 
ig outlined in one of the bulletin 
talks. “Industry is tending to be- 
‘come More and more monotnous, and 
mowhere does this show itself more 
clearly tan where women, are em- 
ployed. The chief results of this mo- 
motony are fatigue for the body and 
dullness for the mind. Doing one 
thing over and over again uses only 
one set of muscles, but uses them 
80 continuously that they have xo 
time for rest, and quickly become 
overtired. One remedy for this state 
of affairs is reasonably short work 
hours and a living wage—hours 
which will not bring overfatigue to 
the body and which will allow 
enough free time for personal pur- 
suits and mental interests, and a 
age which will make possible an 


.Jadequate standard of living.” 


More detailed information on 
Wages is presented in several other 
articles in the bulletin. In one of 
the statement is made that “the dis- 
‘crepancy between wages and the 
cost of living is often particularly 
great for women, who in the main 
are employed in the low-paid occu- 
pations, and must stretch their every 
penny to make..,the: proverbial two 
ends meet. Men. do not make the 
same efforts as women ‘do to eke 
out a low wage and keep up a 
certain standard ‘of living: No mat- 
ter how small (his pay the ‘average 


man after his day’s work does not 


come home to,,wash-and’ iron his 
clothes, he does not often ¢éok his 
supper over the gas plate to save the 
price of a meal in a. restaurant, 
nor does he make over his clothes 
and trim his own hats. Yet this is 
the usuaj thing for women to do, 
and they do it, not for fun, but be- 
cause they cannot afford to do other- 
wise. Their margin is too close. 

Many investigations have shown 
tat wage-earning womén ag a rule 
are not only supporting. themselves 
entirely, but are ‘also contributing 
to the support of others. ‘Thousands 
of young women leaving shops and 
factories at the end of the day's 
work go home and help with the 
house work and contrive how the 
family 4budget can be distributed 80 
that little brothers and sisters can 
have shoes; and dresses to wear 
to school and so that the landlord 
May be settled with. In spite of the 
many demands on their earnings 
women have not » able to secure 
for themselves ha ate recognition 
in industry.
